Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  and  consolidate 
the  provisions  of  the  laws  for  regulating  the  Police 
of  the  City  of  Madras  ; It  is  enacted  as  follows : —

Police  Act,  1888. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  city  of  Madras 
as  defined  in  section  3.

By  virtue  of  suoh  oertifioate  lie  shall  be  vested 
with  the  powers,  functions  and  privileges  of  a Police* 
officer,  and  such  oertifioate  shall  cease  to  have  effect 
whenever  the  person  named  in  it  is  suspended  or 
dismissed,  or  otherwise  ceases  to  be  employed  in  the 
force.

20.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioner,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  1 [State  Government]  to  be  notified 
in  the  2 [Official  Gazette]  and  in  such  other  manner 
as  3 [the  State  Government]  may  direct,  to  employ  any 
Police-force  in  excess  of  the  ordinary  fixed  complement
